A long 
list of other drug stores ranged below 
the 10,000 ounce mark.

IN THE LEGISLATURE 


Discussion of the Coal Miiing 
Situation in the Province Is 
Feature of Thursday’s Session 


Captain Campbell’s Resolution Urging Three Prairie Provinces to 
Unite in Memorializing Federal Government to Use More Al- 


berta Coal on National Railways in the West Withdrawn on the| 


Premier’s Assurance That the Alberta Government Was Doing 
Everything Possible to Aid the Industry 


A serious and candid discussion of the present coal mining situa- 


tion in the province was the feature of the 


Thursday afternoon 


sitting of the tegislature, the subject being brought up by a motion 
of Capt. R. E. Campbell, member for Rocky Mountain, who proposed 
a resolution which urged the governments of the three prairie prov- 
inces to unite in memorializing the federal authorities to utilize 
more Alberta coal on all Canadian government systems in the three 


provinces. 
A Frank Review 

Premier Stewart in reply to Mr. 
Campbell gave a frank review of the 
whole coal situation and announced 
the provincial government to be deeply 
concerned with the problem and de- 
termined to do everything possible in 
establishing the industry on a more 
stable basis and to bring every pres- 
ure to bear toward opening a wider 
and more permanent market for Al- 
berta coal in eastern Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba. So satisfactory was the 
statement of the premier that Capt. 
Campbell declared the purposes of his 
resolution had been met and with- 
drew his motion, after it had been also 
spoken to by the leader of the opposi- 
tion, Geo, Hoadley. 

In committee of the whole the house 
failed to promptly agree on the 50-50 
Mutual Hall Insurance Co. act of in- 
corporation and the measure was ac- 
cordingly sent back with a progress 
report. 

Another bill reported with progress 
was that brought down by Premier 
Stewart, being an act to amend the 
Workmen's Compensation Act of 1918. 

In the absence of Hon, A. G. Mac- 
Kay the house decided to leave the 
three seed grain measures over for 
final ratification until Friday. 

On the motion of Hon. J. R. Boyle 
the first reading was given a bill to 
amend the Bulk Sales Act. 

Hon. C. R. Mitchell, provincial 
treasurer, presented for first reading, 
on behalf of Hon. A. McLean, minister 
of public works, an act respecting the 
irrigation project at Taber. 

The minister of agricultvre, Hon. 
D. Marshall, moved the first reading 
of a bill to amend the Women's In- 
stitute Act. 

Mr. Campbel’s Motion 

“That whereas the problem of em- 
ployment within this province is of 
primary importance; and 

“Whereas, immense deposits of sup- 
erior classee of steam and domestic 
coal are already developed in this pro- 
vince; and 

“Whereas, the Dominion Govern- 
ment is now in control of the Canadian 
Northern and Grand Trunk Railway 
Systems; 

“Be it therefore resolved, that in 
the opinion of this house it is ad- 
visable that this government (in con- 
junetion with the governments of Sas- 
katechewan and Manitoba if advisable 
or necessary) shall endeavor to make 
arrangements with the government of 
the Dominion of Canada whereby the 
Dominion shall, 


“1. Use only Western Canadian 
coals in Dominion government public 
buildings and on the railway systems 


controlled by them throughout the 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 


and Alberta. 
“2. Adjust freight rates in euch a 


——————— 


manner as to enable and encourage the 
use of Western Canada coals for in- 
dustrial and domestic purposes 
throughout the said provinces.” 

In speaking to the motion, Capt. 
Campbell said it was not for the pur- 
pose of political effect that he intro- 
duced such a resolution, neither was 
it intended to force the government's 
hand In any way. The subject was one 
of paramount importance, for the coal 
industry was one of the most im- 
portant. 

It was a deplorable fact that a large 
percentage of coal used in the prairie 
west came from the United States, this 
importation going as high as 54 per 
cent gross to 1914. 

Quoting figures of production, Mr. 
Campbell said Alberta's coal output 
in 1918 was more than any other 
province. The amount mined was 
over 6,000,000 tons. A serious phase 
in this great output was that nearly 
one million tons mined will be uncon- 
sumed and will have a serious effect 
on next winter's coal operations. 

In spite of the huge coal production 
during 1918 the U. 8. coal importation 
into the prairie west had reached 
2,700,000 tons, or more than half the 
total amount consumed. Approxi- 
mately one-third of all the coal used 
in the west was U. 8. coal. 

Capt. Campbell also protested 
against B. C. coal being used so large- 
ly on railway syetems running across 
Alberta. 

While the speaker favored govern- 
ment ownership of public utilities, he 
thought the Canadian aystems ac- 
quired by the Dominion government 
had cost the country entirely too much 
However, by developing the natural 
coal resources of the country the rail- 
ways might be finally placed on @ 
paying basis, Coal muet be used and 
distributed by the railway sy#emse 
to properly develop the country, 

The practise of granting large coal 
leases at $1 per acres was in reality 
one of the main reasons for the high 
coal prices. These leases cost the 
companies a large sum in many cases 
pny my and the heavy overhead had 
to be added to the price charged con- 
sumers.

THIS SESSION 


Opposition Is 80 Strong That the

OTTAWA, March 18

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Reviving The 
‘‘Highway’’ Brigade? 


It is intimated that the estimates 
to be bronght down at Ottawa 
will inelude an item of twenty mil- 
lion dollars for the construction 
of highways in Canada. A similar 
project was launched a few years 
ago at Ottawa, but failed for the 
reason that it was established that 
the object behind the proposal was 
not so much to build highways as 
to create an army of highway- 
builders who would be available 
for political activities when re- 
quired by the Dominion Govern- 
ment. ¥ 

If the present appropriation is 
to be turned over to the ordinary 
channels for the improvement of 
high-ways, public opinion ought to 
and no doubt will approve the 
scheme. If the proposal is to spend 
this twenty millions in building up 
a political organization through- 
out Canada under the name or 
control of the highways branch of 
the Dominion Government the 
scheme naturally takes on a some- 
what diffcrent aspect. 


Not Repudiated, 


Bolshevism is the deadly enemy 
of the Christian church. The lead- 
ers of the movement are vowedly 
hostile to church organizations, 
and the methods which they em- 
ploy to promote their ends, mur- 
der and robbery, are in violation 
of every principle that the church 
exists to champion.

spokesman of the nation in this 
world council. 

Sir Robert has claimed for him- 


self, and the claim has not been | 


disputed, the credit for having 
proposed to the delegates at the 


Peace Conference that they should | 


enter negotiations with the Bolshe- 
vik leaders of Russia. The only 
possible objective of such negotia- 
tions is a compromise, by which 
Lenine and Trotsky would be left 
masters of Greater Russia without 
Allied interference provided they 
did not interfere with the govern- 
ments of Northern Russia, Poland, 
Ukrania and Siberia, 

A proposal of such monstrous 
character originating with the 
Premier of Canada might be ex- 
pected to draw a prompt and vig- 
orous protest from all elements 
and organizations in Canada re- 
sponsible for his presence at Paris 
as the representative of this Do- 
minion. On behalf of many see 
tions of Sir Robert’s supporters 
such protest has heen made, 
as promptly and as vigorously as 
the cireumstanees demanded. 

But on behalf of the Protestant 
church organizations which consti 
tuted one wing of Sir Robert's po- 


litical forces in 1917 no word of | 


protest has yet been raised, so far 
as the public are aware. Sir 
Robert, if he is concerned in the 
matter, is logicaly justified by this 
silenee in assuming that he speaks 
for the Protestant church organ- 
izations of Canada im a remark- 


able degree, when he proposes that 
the people of Russia be subjected 
to the permanent tyranny of the 
Red Terror and that—with con- 
sent of the Allies-—violence be 
made the law forthe people in the 
north-eastern half of Europe. 


No Sanction From ‘ 
Electors or Council, 

In view of the attempt being 
made to induce the Legislature to 
alter the constitution of the city 
police commission in a way that 
would make it more susceptible to 
the influence of civie politics, it is 
in order to recall the platform 
upon which His Worship, the 
Mayor, sought election last fall, in | 
so far as it relates to the police | 
commission and to police matters | 
generally.

GAS RATES DECISION 
Editor The Bulletin, 

Sir—The following decision re- 
garding gas rates might be of interest 
to the city council and our utilities | 
committee and the Gas company. 
Taken from The Oil and Gas Journal. 

“Findlay, Ohio, Feb. 22, 1919. 

“Judge William Duncan, of the 
CCommon Pleas court, recently set 
aside an ordinance of the city council 
increasing gas rates of the Logan Na- 
tural Gas & Fuel Co.” 

The city council had agreed with 
the Gas company in June, 1914, upon 
certain rates for a period of ten years, 
but the Gas company persuaded the 


October, which repealed the former 
ordinance and increased the rates then 
existing by 5c for 1,000 cubic feet. 
The gas rates having been provided 
for until 1924 and agreed to by the 
Gas company, Judge Duncan held, 
could not be raised until the last year 


of that period, even by agreement. | 
The collection of the increases was 
enjoined.

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Matters of Interest Dealt 
With in the Annual Report 
of Minister of Agriculture| 


Activities of Women's Institute Branch a Notable Feature—Edmon- 
ton Leads in New Homesteads Taken up—Poultry Business 


Develops Despite Various Handicaps 


Amnong the interesting matters dealt 
with in the annuai report of the Min- 
ister of Agriculture is the report of 
Miss Maclsaac, head of the depanm- 
ment of women's institutes, who 
tella what the women of the province 
have been doing in co-operative work 
during the past year. The general 
work of organization of women’s in- 
stitutes have been going on very vie- 
orously. There were 212 inetitutes 
in 1917. In 1918 there were 235 in- 
stitutes, and the inorease of members 
has been from 8,000 in 1917 to 9,260 
in 1918. 


To give an !dea of how busy the 
women of the province are, they have 
founded 37 institute rest roome in the 
province. They have worked assidu- 
ously during the influenza all over the 
province, even to the point of estab- 
Mshing hospitals. They have assisted 


in Red Cross Belgian relief and St.) 


John working committee activities. 
The womens’ institutes and the W.C. 
T.U, together raised $38,200 for child 
welfare work from a tag day in Sep- 
tember las. During 1918 fourteen in- 
stitute girls’ clubs have been organ- 
ized. - 
Seed Branch 

J. B. Smith, in charge of the seed 
branch, advises careful germination 
tests of seed this year on account of 
the frost. The seed branch has been 
instrumental in promoting desirable 
and profitable trade in seed grain. Mr. 
Smith estimates that during 1918 
he secured the passing over of at least 
100,000 bushels of good seed, 


Mr. Smith employs a staff of 28 local 
inepectore to try and keep down the 
weeds of the province. 
ago the weeds that required most at- 
tention were stink weed, tumble mus- 
tard, Russian thistle, bell mustard and 
wild oats. The weeds that seem to be 
giving most trouble today are Canada 
thistle, perennial sow thistle, couch 
gTass and poverty weed. 

Weather, Crops, Labor and Immi- 

gration 

The report of the publicity com- 
missioner contains statistics of yields 
for the past ten‘ years. It appears that 
in all grains including spring wheat, 
winter wheat, oats, barley, flax and 
rye, that the average for this year is 
lower than it has ever been in the 
province. A statement of crop area 
shows that in 1009 we had 1,242 
acres under crop, while this year we 
have 7,727,792 acres, or something 
over six times as much. The total 
area that has been broken in the prov- 
ince, however is said to amount to 
nearly 10,000,000. 

Homesteads 
During the year, 2,141 homesteads 


were granted, 15 pre-emptions, six 
purchased homesteads and 341 sol- 
dier grants. The homestead entries
